REP. WOOD TO SPONSOR MOVE; 
URGES IMPRISONMENT OF RED 
AGENTS; CHANGE IN CONSTITU- 
TION PROBABLE’ TO THWART 
SUPREME COURT TOLERANCE 
OF TREASON; NEXT WAR TO 
BE BETWEEN CIVILIANS

Representative John S. Wood, fight- 
ing Democrat who is chairman of the 
House Committee on Un-American Ac- 
tivities, in Hollywood to institute in- 
vestigation, which will continue in Jan- 
uary, will favor removal of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation from the Jus- 
tice Department when the 80th Con- 


gress convenes. 


It has long been known. that both 
the FBI and the Wood Committee have 
been virtually helpless against the 
growing Red underground because the 
Justice Department was not inclined 


to take legal action. Of course, if Bur- 
ton K. Wheeler should soon become 
| Attorney General, as I think he might, 
there would be no especial need for 
‘setting the FBI free of tais department 
during his tenure. Wheeler knows a 
great deal about the danger which has 
grown lusty under the New Deal and 
would release the FBI to fight it. 


Chairman Wood shares the opinion 
of many another member of Congress 
'that we have no longer any alternative 
| but to begin imprisoning Red agents. 
He expressed doubt that our present 
laws are adequate, in view of several 
rulings by the Supreme Court in recent 
years, and thinks a constitutional am- 
'endment may be necessary. Under 
(continued on page 2, col. 1) 
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presentlaws, as interpreted by Supreme 
Court decisions, it would be impossible 
to convict the most revolutionary agent 
unless caught in some overt act, such 
as sabotage. 


Civilians May Fight Next War. 

Communist leaders understand fully 
this paralysis — as why shouldn’t they 
when it was their own friends who 
brought it about? Sabotage need not 
be expected in isolated instances. Com- 
munism is too well organized and too 
smart to scatter its fire. The Red un- 
derground is planning, through its mil- 
itary arm, for the next serious depres- 
sion or world crisis, when Americans 
again can — they hope — be regiment- 
ed in the manner of 1932. If Russia 
is ready at that time, the American 
Fifth Column will strike secretly and 
suddenly from coast to coast. 


Chairman Wood did not hesitate to 
Say he expected the next war to be 
1ought by civilians and against civilians 
— unless we manage to clean out the 
Fifth Column in time. He foresees in- 
dustrial sabotage by strikes and by 
planted bombs, timed to detonate at a 
pre-determined hour. It will be no trick 
to smuggle A-bombs from Soviet Rus- 
Sia across our borders, which are so 
wide open that, by Attorney General 
Clark’s own admission, 2000 aliens are 
crossing daily into the United States. 

‘The Army has a poison so powerful 
that an ounce will kill a million people 
if properly distributed. A small squad 
of “Reds, ‘strategically placed as em- 
ployees of the New York City Water 
system, could conceivably introduce 
quantities of this poison into the city’s 
veins and in a few hours the skyscrap- 
ers of this mightiest center of shipping, 
communication, finance and industry, 
would stand empty and silent, no more 
than tombstones commemorating a city 
too tolerant to protect itself. 


Who is Guilty of Sedition? 

No American wants to sacrifice one 
word of the Bill of Rights, which guar- 
antees freedom of speech and freedom 
“peaceably to assemble.” 


But the distinction between freedom 
and the freedom to incite revolution 
must be understood. Webster’s diction- 
ary defines sedition as ‘‘an insurrection 
against constituted authority,” “con- 
duct tending to treason but without an 
overt act.”’

cent American, who simply airs a pol- 
itical opinion but does not promote or 
incite revolution, will not suffer. 

Our present laws are adequate to 
handle the situation, but the Supreme 
Court has shown either a naive lack 
of understanding of the aims of Com- 
munism, or has itself accepted the con- 
cept of a dual loyalty. In a case about 
1943 the Supreme Tribunal ruled that 
a refugee had not violated his al- 
legiance to Old Glory by championing 
Communism. Apparently that Great 
Tribunal thinks the best thing for Am- 
erica is to become Communist, to ac- 
cept allegiance to the Third Interna- 
tional. Only by such false logic — the 
false logic of many of our native-born 
Communists — could the court close 
its eyes to the fact that allegiance to 
an outside power is “‘conduct tending 
to treason.”’ 


COMMUNISM CREEPS UP 
BECAUSE WE ARE TIMID 


The Communist - International in 
1921 declared “Unions of transport 
workers ought to play an important 
part in the sabotage of capitalistic gov- 
ernment and the eventual overthrow 
of so-called democratic government”’. 

In 1917, in the fateful months while 
Russia was struggling toward freedom 
under Kerensky and a_ parliament 
(Douma) representative of all groups, 
Lenin and Trotsky came to St. Peters- 
burg to engineer the revolution which 
overthrew the parliamentarian govern- 
ment and established the Red dictator- 
ship. An American newspaper corres- 
pondent met Lenin in the streets of St. 
Petersburg and asked, ‘“‘How can you 
operate openly here under the eyes of 
the Kerensky government when every- 
one knows you are trying to destroy it 





and establish your rule?”’ Lenin an- 
swered: 
“We have organized the transport 


workers, public utilities, banks, and 
some of the major industries. We 
can call a general strike whenever 
we wish. Kerensky knows this, and 
we have told him if he touches one 
of our men or me, an immediate 





general strike will follow.”’ 


The Red revolutionists had spent 
years in building a tightly organized | 
position. The Kerensky government | 
either believed it ‘‘couldn’t happen 
there,’”’ or was powerless or too timid 
to deal with the menace. Thus Russia’s |

LOW LEVEL OF BESTIALITY 
IS SHOWN BY ‘COMMIES’ 


It is difficult for the average Amer- 
ican to understand how thousands of 
humans could descend to the level of 
bestiality which has been reached by . 
Godless members of the Red Army. 
These apemen, who, during the past 
year and a half, have been turned loose 
on the womenhood of eleven European 
countries to rape, rob, and murder, are 
the products of many years of Com- 
munist regulation of refigion, educa- 
tion, and family life. 


The following decree, published in 
a Russian town, illustrates this ‘“reg- 
ulation’, which, the Communists tell 
us, is for the betterment and greater 
happiness of their people: 

“In compliance with the decision of 
the Soviet Peasant, Soldiers and Work- 
men Deputies of the Kronstadt, the 
private possession of women is abol- 
ished. 


“Social inequalities and legitimate 
marriage having been a condition in 
the past which served as an instrument 
in the hands of the bourgeoisie, thanks 
to which all the best species of the 
beautiful have been the property of the 
bouregoisie, who have prevented the 
continuation of the human race. Such 
ponderous arguments have induced the 
organization to edit the following de- 
crees: 


“4. From March, 1918, the right 
to possess women having reached the 
age of 17 and not more than 32 is abol- 
ished. 

“3. The decree does not 
women having five children. 

“4. The former owners may retain 
the right of using their wives without 
waiting for their turn. ‘ 

“5. In case the husbands resisting,

‘they shall forfeit the rights given them 


in the last paragraph. 

“6. All women from this decree 
are exempted from private ownership 
and proclaimed to be the property of 
the whole nation. 

‘44. All women proclaimed by the 
decree to be national property will re- 
ceive from the funds an allowance of 
238 rubles a month. 

“45. All women who become preg- 
nant are released from direct duties for 
four months before and one month af- 
ter childbirth. 

“46. Children born are given to an 
institution for training until they are 
17 years old at the cost of the Public

FRENCH ELECTIONS: The revolt 
of about a hundred Socialists in the 
British Parliament against Ernest Bev- 
in’s anti-Communist foreign policy; 
and the increased Com- 
munist vote in the re- 
cent French election at 
the expense of the So- 
cialist vote, warrants 
the fear that the Social- 
ists of Britain and of 
France, and: in other 
parts of Europe, are 
heeding Laski’s admon-

THE TENDENCY of many Social- 
ists to move towards union with the 
Communists was seen last August at 
the French Socialist Congress where 
Leon Blum, who edges more toward 
the M. P. R. (Christian Democrats) 
than the Communists, was deprived 
of his leadership and the editorship 
of La Populaire, the Socialist daily. 
The last French election shows -that 
what Francisque Gay, the senior leader 
of the M. P. R., said to Maurice Thor- 
ez, the Communist leader, is coming 
to pass:—“You and me, my friend, 
we shall eat the Socialist cake together. 
But you are wrong in thinking you’ll 
get the bigger bite. We of the M.P.R. 
will get it.’’ Evidently many French 
citizens have forgotten or forgiven 
the treasonable action of the Commun- 
ists who bitterly opposed resistance of 
France to Germany, claiming it to be 
“an imperialist war,” until Russia was 
attacked, when they became intense 
nationalists. Otherwise how account 
for the increase in the number of fol- 
lowers of Thorez, the military deserter, 
the fugitive from justice, who escaped 
to Moscow to avoid trial for treason, 
until Hitler Gots: ia Stalin. 


THOSE WHO ieiibi themselves 
with the fact that the Communists of 
France received only 28 per cent of 
the vote cast in the last election, are 
evidently unaware of the fact that the 
Communists had only 25 per cent of 
the vote in the Russian election when 
they revolted and overthrew the Dem- 
ocratic Constituent Assembly in Rus- 
sia. This tactic, which may be fol- 
lowed in France, was in accord with 
“The Communist Manifesto” (the 
Marx-Engels Credo) that declares: 
“The Communists disdain to conceal | 


their views and ‘aims. They openly 
declare that their aims can be attained 
only by the forcible overthrow of ex- 
isting social conditions. Let the ruling 
classes tremble. at a Communist revo- 
lution.”
